9-Story Hotel 
Plunge Fatal to 


While hundreds of horrified 
rush-hour spectators looked on late 
yesterday, Zachary Carl Hart, 43, 
part owner of the American Sur- 
gical Supply Company, plunged to 
his death from a ninth-floor win- 
dow of a big downtown hotel. He 
resided at 872 Briarcliff road. 


His body landed on the marquee 
on the southeast corner of Cone 
street and then dropped into the 
street below, police said. Arfibu- 
lance drivers said the man was 
‘alive when picked up, but died en 
‘route to Grady hospital. 
| Hart registered at the hotel at 
3:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and went to his room on the ninth 
floor, according to Radio Patrol- 
‘men Dave Harris and Mike Panos. 
'He leaped from the open window 
‘at 5:40 o’clock. 

A note left in his room “To 
whom it may concern,” and made 
public by Mrs. Paul Donehoo, Ful- 
to- county coroner, stated. 

“This is an act of mine caused

The remainder of the note was 
written to his wife and family.

Axis, Says Boisson

LONDON, Dec. 9.—(AP)—Allied and German patrols 
fought brief but bitter battles in bad weather today along 


the Axis horseshoe defending 


Bizerte while the British and 


Americans rushed tanks, guns, planes and men to the front 
for the impending great battle for Tunisia. 


A dispatch by Wes Gallagher,? 


Associated Press correspondent at 
the Allied force headquarters in 
North Africa, said the weather was 
restricting land and air action, bt 
that the British and American pa- 
trols were stabbing repeatedly at 
the Germans’ defenses. before 
Bizerte. 

Pierre Boisson, governor gen- 
eral of French West Africa, was 
quoted in Rabat, French Morocco, 
as Saying: 

“Dakar and the rest of French 
Africa intend to intervene against 
Germany with their full strength 
as soon as we have received mate- 
rials and equipment from Amer- 
ica.” 

Admiral Darlan’s government 
ordered all Germans in French 
North Africa to report to police 
in a roundup of anti-Allied sym- 
pathizers, some 200 of whom al- 
ready are under arrest. 

A French army communique re- 
ported prisoners captured in cen- 
tral Tunisia in local battles. 

Field reports from North Africa 
showed that.last Sunday 20 Ger- 
man tanks were destroyed when 
the Nazis struck British and Amer- 
ican positions on a hill southwest 
of Tebourba. 

Nazi Tanks Wrecked. 


In that action the’ Germans 
wedged into the Allied line, but 
were forced to withdraw when 
the Americans and British hurled 
more tanks and guns against them.

The London Daily Mail military 
correspondent wrote late tonight 
that the “First Army has weath- 
ered the crisis,” hinting that the 
rapidly growing Allied strength 
would avert a similar crisis in the 
future. 

Reuters reported from North Af- 
rica that fresh units of American 
and British planes are constantly 
arriving. at the Tunisian front to 
give support to the ground forces. 

Patrols, Artillery Active. 

Increased flights of U. S. and/|§ 
British planes over enemy lines 
suggested that Lieutenant General 
Eisenhower had solved in part the 
problem of providing forward air- 
fields in the rugged hills and deep 
ravines of the French protectorate. 

The attrition to both sides in 
tank battles south of Tebourba, a 
key junction 20 miles west of 
Tunis, likewise contributed to the 
subsiding of fighting to patrol op- 
erations and artillery exchanges. 
On Sunday alone, 20 German 
tanks, that had pierced Allied po- 
sitions, were wrecked, a communi- 
que said. 

The Morocco radio said the Al- 
lied high command was complet- 
ing important land and air con- 
centrations in the Tebourba re- 
gion and the Rome radio declared 
clashes “of great importance are 
imminent.” The Italian high 
command said bad weather had 
interrupted the Tunisian battles. 

Pound Axis Positions. 

There was no sign of weakness 
in the German lines as the latest 
and best United States and British; 
planes fought the finest German 
and Italian aircraft for air su- 
premacy. The Morocco radio re- 
ported fresh formations of Allied 
aircraft were being brought into 
operations “every day” and that 
Allied artillery was pounding | 
Axis positions. 

Italy’s supreme stake in Tuni- 
sia, which lies 80 miles across the 
Mediterranean from Sicily, was 
emphasized by a pulverizing Brit- 
ish raid on Turin in the north.

RAF Crosses 
Alps Again for 
Blow at Italy 


} “LONDON, Dec. 9.—(#)—Air 
raid sirens wailing tonight in 
Switzerland indicated that the 
RAF, relentlessly pursuing Brit- 
ain’s determination to bomb Italy 
out of the war, was crossing the 
Alps for another raid on northern 
Italy, following up/last night's de 
structive attack on Turin. 

The Swiss radio reported raid 
alarms were sounded in Basel and 
Zurich at 9 p. m. 

Last night the biggest bombers 
of the RAF heaped destruction 
and a solid mass of fire on Turin, 
with “many” four-ton and two-ton 
block-busters and thousands of in- 
cendiary bombs. 

The Italian high command ac- 
knowledged the devastatio ia 
these words today: 

Violent Attack. 

“Enemy planes carried out a vie 
lent raid last night over Turin, 
causing very heavy damage, espe- 
cially to buildings in the central 
area, including a university and a 
hospital.” 

The Italians reported one plane 
was shot down and crashed in the 
center Of the city, killing seven 
of its crew. The British réported 
one plane was missing. 

All the returning crews 
large and concentrated fires were 
planted on their objectives as the 
result of skillfully placed flares 
lighting: the way for precision 
bombing in clear weather. 

Visibility was <. good that the 
shells of buildings wrecked in pre- 
vious raids stood out clearly. 

An observer who had been on 45 
previous raids said it was one of 
the most successful attacks he ever 
saw, and added: 

Solid Mass of Fire. 

“We arrived toward the end and 
by then the fires really had got 
hold and were burning red all over 
ithe target area. In the middle 
‘there was such confusion of fire 
and smoke I could make out noth- 
ing except a solid mass of fire. 
Only on the outskirts of the area 
could we see individual buildings 
burning.” 

The number On bombers ¢éf- 
gaged was not stated but the ar- 
mada took an hour to pass over 
we British coast and 
the loss of only one indicated 


Turin had not yet obtained anti 
aircraft reinforcement from Ger- 
many as promised by Premier 
Mussolini in his speech last week.

Men May Still Volunteer 
for Officer Train- 
ing School. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(/)— 
The order suspending voluntary 
enlistment in the armed forces 
will not interrupt the Army’s vol- 
unteer officer candidate program, 
the War Department announced 
today, but no man who has passed 
his 38th birthday will be accepted. 
Those over 38 who had been or- 
dered by December 5 to report 
for induction will be taken for 
training, however. 

Under the volunteer officer 
candidate plan men deferred by 
their selective service boards for 
dependency have been permitted 
to volunteer ‘for training to pre- 
pare them for the Army’s officer 
candidate schools. 

They are required to take the 
12-weeks basic military training 
of all selectees, and if qualified at 
the end of this period are assigned 
to candidate schools. Any volun- 
teer who fails to qualify for a 
school, or for a commission at the 
school, may apply for release. He 
is then transferred to the enlisted 
reserve, and is not recalled for 
active duty until his name is 
reached by his local selective 
service board in the course of nor- 
mal procedure. 

The War Department noted that 
this plan always has operated 
through the selective service sys- 
tem, and is not in the same cate- 
gory as voluntary enlistments pro- 
hibited by President Roosevelt's 
order of-last Saturday.

The demonstration was broken up 
by crowds which hurled insults 
at Nazi troops who intervened to 
restore order. 

“On December 1 an attack was 
made on the life of a German 
soldier in Lyon. One hundred 
men and women were chosen im- 
mediately at random from the pop- 
ulation of Lyon and are now await- 
ing execution in the prison Cen- 
trale.” 


The Lyon arrests recalled that 
only last Friday both the Rome 
radio and Swiss dispatches said 
the old mayor of Lyon, Edouard 
Herriot, former French premier, 
was arrested by the Germans. 

10 Slain in . 

Exiled Czech government circles 
here reported that the “German 
terror” in Bohemia and Moravia 
has killed 35 more-Czeths. This 
brought the executions in the pro- 
tectorate during November to 157, 
these circles said. 

German sources reported in 
Bern that 10 persons were ex- 
ecuted in Prague for alleged high 
treason against the Nazi Reich and 
the established order in the Czech 
protectorate. 

The Czech government in Lon- 
don did not make it clear whether 
its total of 35 included these 10. 

These German sources also said 
three men were executed in Vien- 
na for treason and a 46-year-old 
man in Berlin was put to death 


for falsifying iists of persons en- * 


titled to extra food rations f6r 
heavy labor. 

Repressive measures also were 
reported from old Yugoslavia. At 
Nis, in Serbian territory, five spec- 
ulators were sentenced to public 
flogging. At Belgrade, Serb cafes 
which the Germans denounced as 
“places of loitering. gambling, 
drinking and debauchery,” were 
closed.

Pay Roll Cut 
Of $100,000 
Seen for City 


More Than 75 Jobs Un-| 


filled in Tentative 
Budget. 


Approximately $100,000 will be. 
slashed from the pay roll and au- 
tomobile allowance accounts of 
eight city departments next year 
if city council adopts a budget 
prepared by the 1942 Budget Com- 
mission. 

In a notice to department chiefs 
yesterday, Alderman Ed A. Gil- 
liam, chairman of council’s fi- 
nance committee and a member 
of the budget group, said the ten- 
tative budget leaves unfilled more 
than 75 jobs. He added these va- 
cancies were created by city em- 
ployes going into the armed serv- 
ices, 


$98,763 Saving. 

The saving made by leaving va- 
cancies unfilled would amount to 
$98,763.07, Gilliam said. The con- 
struction department budget would 
be cut $71,231.92 with a loss of 48 
workers, he added, and the water 
division would drop $13,299.15 
through 15 vacancies. 

Other affected divisions include 
the building inspection, city clerk, 
electric, municipal revenue col- 
lector, parks and Smoke Abate- 
ment Bureau. Personnel cuts in 
these ranged from one to two 
each. 

Clarke Donaldson, chief of con- 
struction, said the projected new 
budget cuts at “least $120,000 from 
the amount provided for 1942, and 
will cripple seriously our efforts to 
keep streets and sewers repaired.” 
He said the employes of the de- 
partment in 1943 will be 60 fewer 
than in 1942 if the proposed bud- 
get is adopted, but added he will 
resist crippling the division. 

Burden on Revenues. 

Gilliam said the reductions are 
mandatory if the city is to con- 
tinue to operate in a sound finan- 
cial basis, and stressed loss of rev- 
enue, which he said will be greater 
as the war progresses. 

It has been the policy of the 
administration not to fill vacan- 
cies except where necessary since 
employes began entering the arm- 
ed services. This has’ reacted to 
reduce pay rolls in the larger de- 
partments materially.

It was only a plywood village 
destroyed in a make-believe war, 
but 10,000 shivering Atlantans, 
who participated in or witnessed 
“Action Overhead” from. the 
grandstands of Ponce de Leon 
park last night, weren’t playing. 

They were learning about the 
ugly business of war in the most 
graphic manner Uncle Sam could 
devise—and they found it, by turn, 
terrifying, thrilling and thorough- 
ly soWering. 

Shattering explosions that tore 
tidy little cottages asunder and 
shook the grandstand seats, bombs 
that burned at white heat and 
sent out showers of molten sparks, 
billowing clouds of yellow and 
pink smoke, the acrid odor of 
deadly chemicals and the menac- 
ing roar of “enemy” planes 
brought the war to the heart of 
Atlanta, 


Again Tonight. 

The Army’s Chemical Warfare 
Service had direct charge of the 
show, which will be presented 
again tonight at Ponce de Leon 
Park, but even more than the ef- 
ficiently timed and executed work 
of the soldiers, spectators enjoyed 
watching their own relatives and 
neighbors take a hand at putting 
out incendiary bombs, saving 
burning buildings and rushing aid 
to the injured. 

Scores of white-helmeted Civil- 
ian Defense workers participated 
in the show, which is sponsored 
by the Office of Civilian Defense. 
The grandstands cheered when a 
pretty girl in slacks grabbed a 
shovel and a bucket of sand and 
tacklec a magnesium bomb. They 
gasped in suspense and admiration 
when a fire warden sized up a 
bomb correctly as non-explosive 
and summoned his aides to put it 
out,

Belts, Warns 
Food Director 


More Supplies Needed 
for Troops, Lend- 
Lease Program. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
The farther Allied troops smash, 
says a government economist, the 
tighter will Americans at home 
need to cinch their belts. 

For as victory becomes closer, 
the gigantic task of feeding the 
populations of occupied countries 
will be added to the burdens of 
America’s lend-lease. 

Those were the highlights today 
of an interview by Dr. Roland 
S. Vaile, 53-year-old former Uni- 
versity of Minnesota professor, 
now director of the War Produc- 
tion Board civilian supply office’s 
consumer goods dfvision. 

How closely is food on the home 
front linked to success on the 
war front? He explained:: 

“Tf our North African campaign 
is successful, and our troops go 
on into Italy and Greece, or pu. 
elsewhere into Europe, the task of 
feeding the populations of those 
countries will be ours. For a year, 
poss.bly, that will reduce further 
the supply for domestic consump- 
tion. Then, probably, the occu- 
pied countries themselves, or 
North Africa, or South America 
will be able to take over much 
of the task.” 

Vaile forecast in a. speech to a 
group of businessmen last night 
that the movement of some foods 
may be restricted next year be- 
yond a radius of 500 miles from 
their point of origin. 

“If there are restrictions,” he 
declared, “it is probable that those 
foods given preference will be 
those of higher caloric content. 
There should be no limit of any 
sort within a 500-mile area.” 

He mentioned that it required 
19,000,000 freight miles last year 
to supply the New York market 
with lettuce, which has a relative- 
ly low caloric and vitamin value. 

He forecast increased use of cit- 
rus products, but suggested that 
the industry would be wise to 
make a higher percentage into 
juice because of transportation 
limitations.

Aides of the secretary said to- 
night that future requirements for 
dried foods of the United Nations’ 
fighting forces would exceed by 
far the present productive capac- 
ity, and consequently many new 
plants would have to be built. 

The dehydration expansion pro- 
gram as planned by Wickard was 
described as follows: 

(1) The 1943-44 marketing sea- 
son requirements of dehydrated 
fruits and vegetables will be about 
400,000,000 pounds. This is four- 
fold the estimated production this 
season. A major part of this in- 
creased production may be  ob-

Because of a 
shortage of critical materials, these 
industries will be asked to in- 
crease their output through a more 
complete utilization and efficient 
operation of facilities already es- 
tablished.

President Roosevelt awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor to- 
day to three old friends who were 


heroes of the naval battle of Savo | 


Island November 13, in which a 
huge Japanese force was driven 
away from the American forces 
occupying Guadalcanal Island. 

Posthumous awards were made 
to the families of Rear Admiral 
Norman Scott, of Washington, and 
Rear Admiral Daniel J. Callaghan, 
of Oakland, Cal., who were killed 
in the battle. The President also 
signed the citation for a medal to 
Commander Bruce McCandless, to 
be delivered to him aboard the 
cruiser San 
possible. 

In the battle of Savo Island, Ad- 


miral Callaghan, a former naval 


aide to Mr. Roosevelt, commanded |

and sank four Japanese transports 
goa three-day running en- 
gagement which began the early 
morning of November 13.

The Callaghan medal and cita- 
tion were handed by Mr. Roosevelt 
to a son, Lieutenant (j. g.) Daniel 
Judson Callaghan, who was ac- 
companied by an aunt, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Callaghan, and her son and 
daughter, William and Jane. 

Norman Scott Jr., son of Ad- 
‘miral Scott and a midshipman at

_accepted his father’s medal on be- 
‘half of his mother and brother,

The President began the cere-

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Helping Our Cause 

While it is, undoubtedly, entirely uninten- 
tional. the Mussolini regimé has given a Sub- 
stantial boost to the United Nations campaign 
to smash the morale of the Italian people by 
its latest order providing the death penalty for 
any Italian industrial workers who leave their 
work because of air raid dangers. The order 
renders civilians, just like soldiers, liable to 
the death penalty for desertion of their posts. 

Elmer Davis, director of the Office of War 
Information at.Washington, is quoted in a news 
story as saying chaos is increasing in Italy, 
but that there are no immediate prospects of 
a revolution by the Italian people. 

Hatred of their German allies and sympathy 
with the United Nations is so widespread in 
Italy that our intelligence services are enabied 
to secure more complete “underground” reports 
from that country than many others in occu- 
pied Europe. Hence it is safe to believe that the 
information upon which Davis based his state- 
ment is reliable. 

Genoa, Naples, Reggio, Turin, one by one the 
centers of Italy’s war industries are being 
knocked out by the bombing armadas of the 
United Nations. As each city, in turn, receives 
attention, the panic among urban residents in 
Italy grows greater. From Milan alone, Switzer- 
land reports, 50,000 children have been evacu- 
ated. Undoubtedly the state of chaotic fear 
will grow worse. The new Mussolini order will 
accentuate this fear and add resentment. The 
precise, scientific bombardment of their cities 
of which the Italians were forewarned by 
Winston Churchill is coming true. 

There is only one way out of their tragic 
predicament for the Italian people. That is to 
overthrow the government which has betrayed 
them and to get out of the war as quickly and 
as best they may. 

It is with no pleasure that the air forces of 
the United Nations sow wholesale death over 
the once pleasant cities of Italy. But it is stern 
necessity of war. It is to be hoped it will soon 
bring to pass the desired surrender of the 


Italian people.

Unprecedented Record 

As the result of a referendum vote, held in 
November by the members of the International 
Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ Union of 
North America. the international arbitration 
agreement between that organization and the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
has been renewed for another five years.

The renewal will extend that period to 
41 years. ; 
In all those years there has been only one 
short time, many years ago, when negotiations 
were in progress, when the agreement was not 
operative and only one violation of its terms 
has occurred. 

The action of the union membership 1s 
significant in the present status of world 
affairs. in that it represents the free action of 
men, expressing their firm conviction, 
after long experience; that peaceful adjust- 
ments are always the best adjustments and 
that the interests of management, of the 
investors and of the unlon workers themselves

There is a minor tragedy involved in the 
attitude of various witnesses appearing before

_ Some of those testifying have been members 


of the house itself. Others have been repre- 
sentatives of organized special interests. All 
have voiced a fear that any letting down of 
the tariff bars, even though temporary, would 
adversely affect the economic interests of the 
special groups they represent. 

Thus the inherently selfish attitude of leg- 
islative “blocs” again comes to public attention, 
thus the power of minority groups to enforce 
their demands for special privilege again rears 
its ugly head. Special privilege is so evil its 
protagonists will, apparently, place group inter- 
ests ahead of the national task of winning the 
war. 

Outstanding example is that of the beef 
bloc from the west, which wants all Argentine 
beef kept out. of this country, despite the fact 
there is already a serious meat shortage here. 
Argentine, which is one of the two South Amer- 
ican countries still hesitant about joining the 
United Nations against the Axis foes, has a 
surplus of beef production. Argentine canned 
beef is, generally speaking, of higher quality 
than that canned in this country, for the 
simple reason Argentine canners use the best 
cuts, while our own canners use cheaper and 
poorer parts of the carcass, saving the better 
meat for sale fresh. | 

“Yet, while Argentine beef importations 
would not only solve our own meat shortage 
problem but likewise provide a substantial evi- 
dence of our good neighbor policy in operation, 
the “beef bloc” persists in obstructing an im- 
portant piece of war legislation solely to protect 
their high tariff fostered industry. 

And, while this hearing goes on at the 
capitol, in the senate a lone senator from the 
“silver bloc” attempts a filibuster to prevent 
war usage of the silver accumulation by the 
Treasury which is serving no good purpose and 
is costing taxpayers of the United States mil- 
lions of dollars that benefit none but a small 
group of “special interest” silver mine owners. 
For the sake of this little privileged group, the 
“silver bloc” senators have for long succeeded 
in thus interfering with the war effort and, at 
the same time, “milking” the national Treasury 
for the benefit of their specially privileged 


constituents.

Reasonable Request 

President Roosevelt has made an entirely 
reasonable request of those who employ work- 
ers in civilian goods industries. He wants 
workers who have gained, through years of 
continuous employment in such factories, valu- 
able seniority rights protected in those rights 
if they temporarily change employment in 
order to work in essential war industries for 


the duration. 

Such protection is already provided in the 
Selective Service Act for those who are drafted 
into the armed services. Work in essential war 
plants is just as much service to the nation 
at war as is membership in Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps. The same privileges should be 
granted men and women who enter the war 
factories to meet emergency needs for workers 


as to soldiers or sailors. 

Such protection is more urgent today, now 
that Paul McNutt has been given the authority 
to draft workers, when needed, for war work. 
Seniority rights in normal employment should 
be given to those who volunteer for war work, 
but it would be utterly unjustifiable to take 
such rights from workers who are drafted for 


other jobs.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
SILENCE JUSTIFIED WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Navy’s 


final unvarnished report on what 
happened at. Pearl Harbor a year ago offers complete vindication 
for the refusal of the government to make known the gruesome 
details at the time. : 

In the light of what has now been revealed, 
it is all the more inconceivable that some of 
our responsible public officials should have 
been so unimaginative as to demand a full 
disclosure of the facts then. 

To have done so, we now know, would have 
been not only to play directly into Japanese 
hands, but it actually would have invited fur- 
ther follow-through attacks on Hawaii and 
perhaps on our own Pacific coast. 

An examination of the communique issued 
by. the Japanese two days after the attack 
shows that Tokyo underestimated the extent of 
the damage considerably. The Japs claimed the 
sinking of two battleships and damage to four 
others; damage to four:cruisers and destruc- 
tion of 100 planes. Actually, as the Navy has 
now revealed, eight American battleships—vir- 
tually our entire Pacific fleet battleline—were 
sunk or crippled in the raid, together with 11 
other secondary war vessels, and 177 planes. 

Subsequently, the Japs issued other communiques over a period 
of two weeks increasing their original claims, but never did they 
correctly approximate the real damage done. The answer to this 
probably lies in the inference drawn by Mavy officials that none 
of the attacking planes got back to their carriers. Of the esti- 
mated 105 taking part in the raid, we shot down 48 of them, and 
it may well be that the remaining 57 turned out to be suicide 
squadrons. 


USUALLY EXAGGERATE Obviously no _ reconnaissance 

photographs of the scene ever 
got back to Tokyo, or the Japs would have known more about what 
happened. The fact that they underestimated the damage is con- 
tributing evidence. Usually, if not always, their claims of injury 
to our vessels after each encounter is exaggerated out of all pro- 
portion. In the Midway battle, for example, where we gave them 
a disastrous beating, they claimed to have practically destroyed the 
American fleet. 

Accepting their past performance as a yardstick, there seems 
little doubt that they would have claimed everything under the 
sun if they had thought there was the slightest justification for it. 

The truth of it seems to be, as the Navy believes, that none of 
their planes got back, and the Japs probably reasoned from this 
that they had been prevented from doing any considerable harm. 

If the attack had been followed 


IF THEY HAD RETURNED 
up, a Navy spokesman said, ‘‘the 


remaining seaworthy units which put to sea would have been up 
against odds of three or four to one.” He added that it was fair 
es that the whole Pacific fleet would have been knocked 
out. 

That would have opened the way for taking the Hawaiian 
Islands, destroying the Panama Canal, and delivering wholesale air 
attacks on our Pacific coast cities with their valuable aircraft 
production centers. 

And yet we are now confronted with the fact that a lot of our 
pseudo patriots were screaming with indignation because the Navy 
withheld the full story of Pearl Harbor at the time. The people 
who were making those demands should craw] into a cave and 
remain there for the duration. We may well be thankful that such 
oe incompetents were not in control of the government 
a e time. 


WHEELER STILL BLIND It would seem that the latest naval 

report would be convincing enough 
to anyone on the score- now. Even a high school boy should be 
able to see the justification for withholding the facts. But not 
some of our leading statesmen. Listen, for example, to what Sen- 
ator Burton K. Wheeler, the Montana pre-Pearl Harbor isolation- 
ist, has had to say. He is quoted as follows: 

“It was unfortunate that the truth was not told about Pearl 
Harbor at the time. It is more unfortunate that the American 
people are not now being informed of our losses as well as our 
victories.” 

Words are inadequate to express the proper contempt for that 


sort of reasoning. 
IT IS DISCOURAGING That is the sort of criticism Gen- 
eral Marshall, the chief of staff, 
had in mind the other day when he said it was “very discourag- 
ing” for our military leaders to have to contend with efforts “to 
dictate or influence the strategical employment of our forces with- 
out knowledge of the logistical requirements, or of the various 
military situations and the world of 
involved.”

a snide lot in so far as their manners‘and sportsmanship are 
concerned. : 

They dismissed Trammell Scott as president of the Southern 
Association, after five years of excellent serv- 
ice about which they had made no complaint, 
without any notice or intimation to him that 
they contemplated a change and without show- 
ing him the courtesy of waiting until a late 
train would permit his presence at the meeting. 

He was just an hour late, but they couldn't 
wait even that long before exhibiting manners 
which were in the lowest sort of taste. 

As a matter of cold fact, there isn’t much, 
if any, sportsmanship in baseball. It is only 
occasionally that you will find a sportsman such 
as Earl Mann, of the Atlanta Crackers. Most 
of them are ruthless businessmen who think 
sportsmanship is a word used by college foot- 
ball teams. Their own ‘concept of the highest 
office within their gift is revealed by their act. 
It is a low concept. 

I am informed that it was Whining Bob 
Allen, of the Knoxville club, who was one of 

the leaders who created the secret conference to oust a man without 
warning from a job in a business which at least claims to be a sport. 

Whining Bob has been around a long time. He has had out the 
baseball begging bowl more than once. At least twice the league 
has had to rescue him and his club with charity payments to make 
up for his failure to attract enough attendance. 

His ball clubs are almost invariably last and his managers come 
and’ go with considerable rapidity. Almost every year some sports 
writer will decide that there must be a story in Whining Bob, who 
has been around all these years. He will do considerable research 
only to discover that all that can be said about him is that he has 
been around a long time, has had a lot of terrible ball clubs, and 
has been on the league dole now and then. 


THE BIG, BRAVE MEN They tell me, too, that it was Little 
; Rock and Memphis which joined 
in to lead the conspiracy which had so little courage it rushed 
g through a measure before the victim could arrive on the scene 
just so they wouldn't have to face him. 

Those three clubs have been whining for the last several years 
and apparently inclined to blame everyone else for their failures. 

They were told off, for a few cheap acts, by their president, 
and they didn’t like that. | 

They apparently wanted an office boy as president, and as evi- 
dence of that fact is their action in dismissing their highest officer— 
they treat that office with even less respect than one shows the 
position of office boy. . 

The big objection—and this was admitted at the meeting—was 
that they don’t like Atlanta. They believed, in their small way, 
that Scott had been friendly to Atlanta. This was at the time the 
Atlanta fans were booing Scott because he had so fined and so 
suspended. the Atlanta manager that the club was suffering. It 
was also at a time when Earl Mann, the Atlanta president, was 
_writhing and suffering at what he thought was harsh treatment 
at the hands of the president, Trammell Scott. 

They wanted a man who was not connected with Atlanta and 
they were determined to have one they could order around. Pres- 
ident Scott went through all the big battles of World War L I 
think he is about the only man in Southern League baseball who 
did do any service in that war. At any rate, he thought the office 
had some dignity and should command some respect, and so he 
spoke and acted like a man in his dealings with the boys. Appar- 
ently this is a mistake. They do not want any manhood in their 
president. 

They don’t like Atlanta because they are beholden to Atlanta. 
They all like to come in here, broke‘and lacking railroad’ money, 
and get a big, fat check. They like the check, but it apparently 
burns them up that Atlanta carries the league. 


WAR AND BASEBALL As a matter of fact, I doubt if base- 
ball ought to go next year, anyhow. 
The war and baseball don’t mix so well. 

It might be a good idea for the Atlanta club to so announce 
and to drop out of baseball for 1943 as a sort of gesture that it 
doesn't care to associate with the little souls who don’t like Atlanta 
and who want to be babied and petted because they are what they 
are.

As a matter of fact, it would be a fine thing for the league 
to let Knoxville and Little Rock go permanently to some other 
league and take in Mobile and Montgomery with new owners so- 
as to let some fresh air into the league. 

They tell me the boys are so angry at Atlanta they are going to: 
take the league office to Nashville. They want no connection 
with Atlanta save to come here and get their checks. 

Trammell Scott is well out of that group. 

And Atlanta might be well out of it, too. 

Billy Evans, the new president, who had no part in the deal, 
may know by now that he works for seven men who regard him

The Roughest Road Seems 
Smoother When Your 
Goal Is in Sight

The saying has been overworked, but is none the less true: the 
tide has turned. From now on, we shall be privileged to share the 
pastime dearest to the hearts of all Americans: that of cheering a 
winning team. 

There never was any doubt about what would happen if ever 
we got our resources organized and our fighting men trained and 
properly equipped. 

We have lost—sometimes shamefully and sometimes heroically 
—only when our leaders were caught asleep or when our men had 
to fight without decent equipment. Thus we have learned beyond 
any doubt that our men can outfight the enemy, on the land and 
on the sea and in the air, when they are properly armed and the 
odds are not too great. 

In less than a year, starting almost at scratch, we have made 
ourselves strong. It is an achievement almost past believing. Our 
fighting men now have weapons as good or better than the enemy’s, 
and they know how to use them. 

But our victories are only an evidence of things to come. We 
haven't won the war. We have only begun to fight. 

A champion ball club doesn’t relax when it is five games ahead. 
It can’t coast to a pennant. It fights harder and grows better with 
every game. 

We are on the way to victory, but the hard job lies ahead. Our 
successes have been won despite the handicap of bad management 
here at home. We are still handicapped by want of centralized 
organization, by inefficiency, politics, graft, cowardice and mud- 
dling red tape. There are enormous problems to solve and shame- 
ful messes to clear up before we can make full/use of our power. 

The road to victory is long. We must fight our way to Berlin, 
and the going will be hard and bloody. 

If we equip Chinese troops, so they can drive back the Japs 
and give us air bases near the coast, we may be able to wreck Jap 
industry from the air and thus win the cheap way. 

But if we keep it a “Navy show,” and continue our strategy 
of “rolling up” Jap forces—that is, capturing island by island until 
we have mopped up all the hundreds that are fortified and equipped 
as bases—-we shall pay for each victory with ships and men, and 
finishing the job will take years. 

Whatever we do, the job will be long and hard and the cost 


will be high. But we are on our way, and there is daylight ahead.

During: the ten years in which 
the Williamson System has issued 
its annual table of intersectional 
records the midwest has always 
led in number of intersectional 
games played. Of course, one rea- 
son for that is that that section 
has relatively more teams and is 
bounded by more intersectional 
provinces. Again this year the 
midwest led with 75 intersection- 
al games or nine more than those 
of the southeast. 

The 1942 season was remarkable 
tor the unusually small number of 
tie games everywhere.

Out here we have 
a fast whistle. Possibly too fast. 

In the midwest, possibly in 
the east and the south, they give 
the runner a chance to drive 
forward and fight for a few ex- 
tra inches. This becomes an in- 
stinctive habit. Play is stopped 
more quickly on the west coast, 
and this also develops into an- 
other type of habit. So when 
Notre Dame and Southern Cali- 
fornia met there was this differ- 
ence that led to charges of 
roughness, which I know were 
never intended.” 

One point to consider is that) 
Notre Dame, in all the football | 
years I've seen her teams play, | 
has never been accused of rough 
work. Hard play—yes. But noth- 
ing that resembled anything ap- 
proaching foul tactics. Notre 
Dame's record in this respect has 
gone back to the coaching days 
of Harper and Rockne, both strong 
believers in clean, hard football. 
But both were opposed to any- 
thing approaching dirty football— 
or even football on the rougher 
side. Football was never intend- 
ed to be a soft game. No body- 
contact game can ever be listed in 
this category. 

There are times when certain 
flare-ups occur that can’t be 
helped in a game of this hard- 
hitting type. 

But when this happens on 
rare occasions there are usually 
sound reasons, such as the No- 
tre Dame-Southern California 
entanglements on the field. 

In regard to clean play, I know 
of no team in football that has a 
finer record than Notre Dame 
from start to finish.

12,982,000 Bales 
Estimate 1942 Crop 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Agric 
ture Department vesterday in its final cot- 
ton report of the year estimated the 1942 
cotton crop at 12,932,000 bales, or $347,000 
bales less than was forecast a month 
ago. 

This reduction was attributed to crop 
damage caused by excessive moisture 
and leaf worm infestation in Oklahoma 
and Texas, and to a scarcity of rarvest- 
ing labor in western sections of the cot- 
ton belt. 

The department said this year’s crop 
was grown under relatively favorable 
conditions. The yield of 275.1 pounds to 
the acre sets a new record, the previous 
record having been 269.9 pounds in 1937. 

The Agriculture Department reported 
the acreage ieft for harvest, indicated 
acre yield, average gross weigkt of run- 
ning bales and indicated total produc- 
tion in 500-pound gross weight bales, by 
states, as follows:
